legislative Branch* Air Force LhL. that Air Force Personnel Directorate 
is in agreement that amendment to the Missing Persons Act* to provide 
clearly for cold war situations* is in order* and has assigned the matter 
to the Casualty Affairs Division for farther study. No target date has 
been established.
